Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed January 12, 2004 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is presently 
understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1.56(c) most knowledgeable about the 
content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in the English language. The foreign 
Patent Documents (DE '767, EP '470, DE '247) have been placed in the application file, but the 
information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the status of 
application 09/902,086 needs to be updated. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dixon 
(4,443,171). 

Dixon teaches a multi-motion mechanical press, comprising an upper punch guide (28) 
for receiving an upper punch (24), a threaded fill adjustment assembly (124, 126, 138, 139), a die 
(106), a plurality of lower guides (16, 82, 88, 142, 148) for supportably guide the lower punch 
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(120), wherein the upper guide and the lower guide movable together to form a sealed molding 
cavity (Fig. 9). 

In regard to claims 2 and 9, Dixon teaches that the lower punch is movable relative to the 
threaded adjustment (col. 4, lines 56-67). 

In regard to claims 3-6 and 10-13, the threaded adjustment assembly includes an adjuster 
recess (Fig 8, center recess of 124 & 138) coupled with an ejection plug (126) and ejector plate 
(1 14) for ejecting the molded article (col. 5, lines 39-63).
